Root’s army bill provides for a Lieutenant ' 


Brigadier Generals. The number of Cap- 
tains, First Lieutenants, and Second Lieu- 
tenants of the cavairy and infantry is in- 
creased from twelve to fifteen for each regi- 
ment. Three of the Captains shall be availa- 
ble for detail as Adjutant, Quartermaster, 
and Commissary, three First Lieutenants for 
squadron and battalion Adjutants, and three 
Second Lieutenants for squadron Quarter- 
masters and Commissary. 

Provisions for the discontinuance of the 
artillery arm as at present organized is 
made by organizing an artillery corps known 
as coast artillery and field artillery. Officers 
of artillery are to be placed on the list for 
promotion according to seniority. The corps 
will have a chief of artillery detailed from 


the Colonels, and while serving in this capac- 


ity will have the rank and pay of a Brigadier 
General, There will be, in addition, thirteen 
Colonels, thirteen Lieutenant Colonels, thir- 
ty-nine Majors, 182 Captains, 198 First Lie, 
tenants, and 192 Second Lieutenants. The 
Captains and Lieutenants when not required 
for duty with batteries will be available as 
staff officers during garrison. Bach battery 
of coast and field artillery shall be organized 
as at present.. The increases 
shall be 20 per cent each year for five years 
until the maximum of 18,920 men is reached.

Provides Way of promotion 
All the promotions in the staff created

Vacancies that can- 
not be filled by such promotions are to be 
filled by detail from the line of the army, the 
details lasting four years, after which the 
officer shall not be available for staff duty 
until he has served two years in the line. 
The provision for filling vacancies at the 
head of the various staff corps is as follows: 

That upon the occurrence of a vacancy 
in the office of Adjutant General, Inspector 
General, Judge Advocate General, Quarter- 
master General, Commissary General, Pay- 
master General, Chief of Ordnance) or chief 
signal officer the President may appoint tho 
chief of any of said departments or corns

vid that chiefs of staff corps or depart- 
ments shall be appointed for terms to con-

Abolishes Permanent Positions. 


| The above quoted provision is one of the 
most important and radical of the changes 
proposed by the bill.

The National Industrial’ Trades union 
passed out of existence at midnight last night 
, and a new aspect was given to the labor trou- 
bies which have disturbed the building indus- 
try in Chicago for nearly a year. | nized 
for the express purpose of supplanting the 
Building Trades council, and with the tacit 
indorsement of the Building Contractors’ 
council, the National Industrial Trades union 
ended its career by consolidating with the 
body which it sought to destroy. The mem- 
pers of the dissolved union can now, as indi- 
viduals, join the unions affiliated with the 
Building Trades council. It is predicted that 
more than 3,000 will take the step. 

The Building Trades council at its 8 
meeting last night took no official action, al- 
though notified that the Industrial. Trades 
union had adjourned sine die. All the de- 


been arranged and nothing but the formal 
closing of the headquarters at 206 Fifth ave- 
nue was necessary to wind up the affairs of 
the “ nen-union union,”’ as it was sometimes 


’ Accuse Contractors of Bad Faith. 


In reviewing the reasons for merging the 
Industrial union with the council it is charged 
by Art Symms, President of the former, 
that the contractors have shown bad faith. 

“After nine months’ experience with the 
uildink contractors,’ said President Symms, 
“we have learned that the position taken 
by the unions affiliated with the Building 
Trades council was just.” 

Official notice of the impending consolida- 
tion was malled to the members of the In- 
dustrial Trades union a week ago by the 
secretary. Under the arrangement made 
the regular initiation fee in the Building 
Trades council is suspended, and members 
of the Industrial Trades union may ex- 
change their working cards on payment of 
$1 assessment. 

“The reason for this consolidation,” the 
cireular states, is to thoroughly unionize 
the City of Chicago, and stop the downward 
tendency of wages. We earnestly hope you 

will avail yourself of the first opportunity 
to fix this matter up.” 

It remains to be demonstrated how general 
will be the response of the members of the 
late organization. President Symms says 
he is confident that at least 90 per cent of 
the members will join the unions affiliated 
with the Building Trades council. 


Incorporated in March. _ 
The Industrial Trades union was incorpor- 
ated on March 1, 1900, with J. H. Smith as 
President, and offices at 126 Washington 
street. Its office rent and other expenses 
were paid by the Buliding Contractors’ coun- 
cil through W. F. Behel, chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive committee, for over a month, when 
the new organization was able to go alone. 
Its membership grew rapidly. On Sept. 4. 
1900, a new charter was taken out. A few 
weeks ago the membership was stated to be 
4,600, a figure which rapidly dwindled when 
the members found they were unable to find 
employment. 
At the meeting of the Building Trades 
council last night it was decided to appoint 
& committee of five to visit union shops and 
solicit financial_aid for the prosecution of the 
strike at the Mandel building.

BIG PLANT TO GO ELSEWHERE. 


Factory Employing Five Thousand Men 
Would Come Here but tor 
Troubles. 


But for unsettled labor conditions the 
largest automobile factory in the world 
would locate in Chicago., It will be built 
elsewhere. The International Power com- 
pany of Providence, R. I. on completing its 
plans for the establishment of a new plant to 
employ 6,000 men, selected Chicago as the 
best location commercially and the com- 
Ppany’s directors began search fora site here. 
_ Negotiations went so far that the company 
secured option on a large piece of West Side 
property. Work on the buildings was to 
have been begun at once and the labor was 
to have been procured here. Three hundred 
workmen were to have been put to work on 
the building, and thereafter most of the 5,000 
employés were to have been Chicago me- 
Chanics. 

In addition to the manufacture of automo- 
biles the firm intended to equip the plant 
with facilities for the making of locomotives 
and other motor machinery. The develop- 
ment of the Western and middle States was 

looked upon as offering a convenient market 
for the establishment in Chicago. With this 
in view the company was unwilling to dismiss 
the idea of locating here on the mere reports 
of labor strife, and a thorough investiga- 
tion was determined upon. 


What the directors of the company found | 


was contained in their report recommending 
that the plant be lecated elsewhere. They 
asserted that the location of any new tn- 
dustry in Chicago would be nothing but 
commercial suicide.“ For this claim they |}.

HAS CHICAGO CANAL REPORTS. 


Them to Congress as Soon as It 
Possible. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—The chief of 
engineers at the War department, General 
John M. Wilson, has received from the Board 
of Engineérs, recently convened in Chicago, 
two reports authorized by the last Congress 
on the conversion of the Chicago drainage 
canal into a ship canal connecting Lake 
Michigan with the Mississippi. 

The first of thesé reports deals with the 
cost of engineering problems of a seven and 
eight foot channel through the drainage 
canal, striking the Mississippi by way of the 
Illinois and Desplaines River. 

The second is similar, except that it pro- 
vides estimates for a ten. twelve, and four- 
wen foot channel over the same route. These 
‘reports will go to the Secretary of War and 
be submitted to Congress as soon as possible 
after it convenes. 

Sixty-seven reports of similar nature, cov- 
ering river and harbor improvements all over 
the country, will be submitted to Congress 

bout the same time. It is hoped to get con- 

sideration for them all during the present

DRAINAGE BOARD AFTER FUNDS. 


Legislature to Be Asked to, Authorize 
an Increased Tax for River ä 
Improvement. 


The Legislature will be asked by the new 
Drainage board to provide for funds for the 
improvement of Chicago River according to. 
original plans, which contemplate widening 
“and deepening the channel and replacing all 
the old center pier bridges with bascule 
spans. 

The plan is to secure the passage of a bill 
at this winter's session increasing the 
Drainage board’s tax from one-half of 1 
per cent to 1 per cent for three years. The 
present tax of one-half of 1 per cent is 
barely enough on existing valuations to fur- 
nish sufficient funds for redeeming bonds 
that mature, pay interest charges, and meet 
the routine operating expenses of the Sani- 
tary District. 

When Trustee Jones takes his seat as Pres- 
ident of the board next Tuesday he will 
‘gubmit a special message to the taxpayers 
setting forth the necessities of the situation. 
Ic is estimated that at least $8,000,000 is 
needed to improve the river in accordance 
with the original plan. 

The Drainage board yesterday made an 
examination of the Taylor street bridge, 
and later announced that the structure 
would not be turned over to the city until 
it complies with specifications.

I 
claim it was not a corner at all, though it 
was a squeeze. I preferred to take a mod- 
erate profit rather damn play for a big one, 
with the certainty of getting defaults, law- 
suits, and the ill-will of the trade with it. 

Commission men told me when the price 
had reached 50 cents that their customers 
would not put up margins, that they claimed 
they could not be compelled to buy, and 
that they would default. I knew that the 
big shorts were margined away above 50 
cents and concluded that if I could get rid 
of the options I had over and above the 
amount of contract corn in the market at 
that price I would do it.

Business of Trust Company of Kansas 
City Placed in Hands of Francis M. 
Black Until Final Decree Is Ren- 
dered or Until Shareholders Ar- 
range to Conduct It on Proper Lines 
—Judge Finds That Highly Specula- 
tive Investments Have Been Made, 


the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
today rendered his decision on the appeal 
of John W. Gates et al. for the appointment 


ot a recetver for the Guardian Trust company 


of Kansas City and issued an order appoint- 
ing Francis M. Black * that position, with 
a bond of §100,000 

The court finds that for the protection of 
all interests it is best to place the assets 
of the trust company in the custody of a 
‘competent receiver until a final decree shall 
be rendered, or until some arrangement shall 
be made among the shareholders which will 
enable the company to resume its business 
with adequate or. and conduct it on 
proper lines. 


Highly Investments. 


In his opinion Judge Thayer says: 

“The proof shows with reasonable cer- 
tainty that the officers and directors of the 
defendant company have made a practice of 
+ organizing other corporations to engage in 
various enterprises of a highly speculative 
character; that funds of the company to 
a large amount have been invested in the 
stock and lands of such concerns, which had 
at the time no market value; that money in 
considerable sums had been loaned to such 
companies, sometimes upon their stock as 
collatera 
any security; that some of these enterprises 
have proved absolute failures; and that 
the money invested therein had been wholly 
lost, while other-of such enterprises are in 
a preearious condition, and the outcome 
thereof is doubtful and uncertain. 


there appears to have been such identity in 


corporations, and the governing body of the 
trust company that it is impossible to believe 
that the interests of either were fairly con- 
sidered as properly guarded in any of the 


between them. 


Available Means Locked Up. . 


“In addition to the acts aforesaid, the 
proof shows that the defendant company has 
made large investments in real property ap- 
parently without a shadow of authority un- 
der its charter. Such ‘unauthorized invest- 
ments having resulted in the locking up of the 
company's available means and impairing its 
usefulness. 

Furthermore, the court 
doubt that the defendant company has paid 
one, and probably several dividends, out of 
its general fund that were not earned, such 
payments being ‘made for the purpose of al- 
laying suspicion as to the condition of the 
company and creating a faise impression that 
it was a prosperous condition.’ 

The court is of the opinion that the act cre- 
‘ating trust companies does not authorize the 
acquisition of securities by such companies 
either as an investment or as collateral for 


value and may be properly termed “ invest- 
ment securities.” 

In accordance with these views the court 
finds that it is unsafe for the company to con- 
tinue the further transaction of its custo- 
mary business until it has realized upon some 
of its assets and liquidated its Indebtedness:
